Belief That Vikings 


Gave Name to London 

The origin of the name of London 
has puzzled many historians. 

Londinium is first mentioned by 
Tacitus, a Roman author, in A, D, 61 
He says it is “a place greatly cele. 
brated for the number of its merchants 
and the abundance of {ts supplies,” 

There are many proofs in English 
and Swedish museums of the intimate 
intercourse between England and Scan- 
dinavia in_early times, an intercourse 
that has probably gone on uninterrupt- 
edly for about 6,000 years, It may be 
conjectured that early Vikings from 
the south of Sweden ventured across 
the water and sailed up the mouth of 
the Thames and found a grove, which 
in Swedish is “lund,” on the banks of 
the river, where later on the Roman 
Londinium arose, 

The invaders called the place 
“Lund,” from the Scandinavian “offen- 
lund,” or sacred grove, says a writer 
in Notes and Queries, The name was 
later corrupted into “Lond.”

Holidays 


If the number of our holidays in- 
creases as fast in the future as it has in 
the past, a few centuries hence we 
shall have our calendar riddled with 
holidays. All we need is. a few out- 
standing Presidents and two or three 
more great wars to add a good many 
more ‘days off” to our list. If we will 
stop to be truthful about the matter, 
they are not observed as consecrated 
days but merely as “days off” from 
work. The original purpose of these 
dasy is highly spiritual but as time goes 
on they lose most of their significance 
and degrade into days of idleness or 
recreation. 

Take, for example, New Year's day. 
On the face of it, it seems illogical to 
start the year off in idleness. There 
was a time when men would celebrate 
with wine on this day but nowadays 
one is not supposed even to do that. 
There is little if any reason or meaning 
in making January first a holiday. 

In most states either Lincoln’s or 
Washington's birthday is made a legal 
holiday. In theory, this is an excellent 
idea, and although school children are 
made to direct their attention to the 
lives of these great men, it is unlikely 
that the average adult gives any real 
thought to the matter. 

In Massachusetts we have three 
successive holidays commemorating a 
war or incidents relating to war: 
Patriot’s day, Memorial day and the 
Fourth of July. Since many Civil war 
veterans are still living, it is well to 
honor them. The Fourth of July, 
however, seems to have lost most of its 
meaning to the average citizen. To 
youngsters it can signify only the noise 
of fire crackers. ‘To some people, it 
means parading about town behind a 
flag and band — why, no one knows. 

It is not necessary to consider every 
holiday in the year to see that, for the 
most part, these days are no longer 
observed as was originally intended; to 
many they mean nothing more than a

Seeks Information About Nathan Abbot 


Enrror Townsan: 
Shane I through your columns inquire 
er any of your readers can give me the 
date of death of the Nathan Abbot, born in 
February, 1793, who was the son of Nathan 
and Hannah (Phelps) Abbot? He is to be 
distinguished from his cousin of the same 
nime, Lorn in July, 1799, who was the son of 
David and Priscilla (Chandler) Abbot and 
Never martied. All three Nathans lived in 
the West Parish. For some vears the cousin 
kept a store back of the West Church and 
both the son and the cousin dealt extensively 
in real estate. During part of the time of 
these three Nathans in the West Parish 
there were other Nathan Abbots in the 
South Parish. It became Necessary for these 
men to number themselves, second, third 
fourth, as the case might be. When one 
of them died, the number of the younger 
men was brought forward, e.g., the father at 
the time of his birth in 1867 and also of his 
marriage in 1792 was third, the son becam 
fourth, and the cousin fifth, Apparently 
after the death of Deacon Nathan Abbot in 
the South Parish in 1801, the son became 
third and the cousin fourth and this con- 
tinued for a number of years. It thus be- 
comes very easy for us now to confuse them. 
The father died in April, 1850, and his body 
was buried in the South cemetery. At about 
the same time the son disa »pears from various 
records of the West Parishe Did he also die 
about the same time? What became of him? 
I find no record of his marriage. Did he 
like his cousin live and die a bachelor? At 
the time of his cousin’s death in October, 
1870, he (the cousin) was the second, as his 
gravestone indicates. I am eager to get this 
date of death within the next two weeks. 
Help in securing it will be appreciated.

Market Garden 

To those planning to raise vegetables this 
summer, a visit to the School market garden 
may prove profitable.

POPULATION MAKES BIG 
GAIN DURING LAST YEAR 


Ten Million Persons Added in the 
United States Since 1920 Cen- 
sus, Report Shows. 

New York.—An estimated gain of 1,- 
629,000 in population tn the United 
States last year was announced by 
the national bureau of economic re- 


search. The indicated gain for 1925 
was almost Identical with that for 
1924. 


The estimated population of con: 
tinental United States was placed at 
115,940,000 on January 1, 1926, or a 
gain of more than ten millions since 
the last federal census in 1920. 

The estimutes were reached prin- 
cipally by u process of figures cover- 
Ing the registration area, upon urriv- 
als and departures from the United 
States and upon a recapitulation of 
the work done by the bureau tn for- 
mer yeurs. 

There wus a modernte decrease in 
the amount of net migration {nto the 
United States, the bureau said, but ft 
was offset by a larger number of births 
and a smaller number of deaths. 

“The total population gain in 1925 
was slightly larger than the average 
for the last seventeen years,” said 
the report, “but materially less than 
that of 1923, when the large amount 
of immigration contributed to a pop- 
ulation increase of 1,996,000, or of 
1909. when. for the same cause, the 
population growth ran up to 2,173,000. 

“During the last year, immigration 
played but a minor role In the popu- 
lation growth of the country, account- 
Ing for less than one-sixth of the total 
increase, the excess of births over 
deaths adding 1,367,000 persons, while 
immigration accounted for but 262,000 
new inhabitants. 

“It Is a noteworthy fact that, de- 
spite the growth In population, both 
the number of births and the number 
of deaths were approximately the same 
in 1925 as In 1909. The year 1909 had 
an abnormally high birth rate, and ts 
therefore not a typical year, but since 
1916 there appears to have been no 
tendency toward an increase in the 
number of children born In the United 
States, while the nuinber of deaths 
tends to run lower now than sixteen 
years ago.” 

The study was made by Dr. Will- 
ford I. King of the bureau's staff.

More than 60,000 carelessly ad- 
dressed letters arrive every day In this 
government morgue, which received 
21,000,000 letters and 803,000 parcels 
last year. In this number are 100,000 
letters which have been mailed in en- 
tirely blank envelopes, many contain- 
ing large sums of money.

It is sald that French soll no longer 
ylelds the precious briar bush, Spain 
has but little, Italy has about run dry, 
and that {t {s in Corsica that the 
finest specimens are found. It Is the 
root of the shrub that matters, In 
North Africa the light and sandy soll 
renders the texture of the woody root 
rather porous, and this “briar” is used 
for cheaper grades of pipe, 

In Corsica the roots have a tough 
fight to galn hold tn the rocky soll, 
A Corsican briar root may weigh 15 
or 25 pounds when it is brought rough 
to the factory, but when cut down this 
will give no more than a dozen blocks 
for use. From these emerge, perhaps, 
two really tip-top, flawless “best Eng- 
lish briars.” And as such a pipe 
beauty can be fashioned only from 
root which is in the region of a hun- 
dred years’ growth, it ts not to be 
wondered that a perfect briar pipe is 
costly.—Manchester Guardian,

Le Bon of Languedoc pre- 
pared a “silk” from spiders, which was 
afterwards woven into gloves and 
stockings. Louls XIV of France, pos- 
sessed a coat made of cobweb, and in 
1877 the Empress of Brazil presented 
Queen Victoria with a dress composed 
entirely of cobwebs which, for fineness 
of texture and beauty of fabric, sur 
passed the most valuable silk. Never- 
theless, cobweb “silk” Is not likely to 
become a commercial proposition, for 
the voracious spider eats every day 27 
times Its own weight of insect food, 
which ts, of course, expensive, and 
produces in return only half a grain 
of “silk.” 


Thermometer for Fishermen 

The wise fisherman of the future 
will test the temperature of the water 
in which he casts his lines. The bio- 
logical hoard of Canada, after an ex- 
tensive survey, has found that had- 
dock and cod especially are very par- 
ticular ahout temperature, says Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. The cod will 
not stay where the water is freezing. 
and for him 50 degrees is unbearably | 
hot. Between 40 and 45 degrees is 
about right, and if fishermen will fish 
where such temperature prevails it Is 
claimed they can scoop cod up whole- 
sale. Haddock prefer water about five 
degrees wurmer.

'177,000 MILES OF U. S. 


ROAD IN FIVE YEARS 


Federal-Aid Highways Be- 
ing Completed Rapidly. 


Washington.—Predicting that the 
entire 177,000-inile system of federal- 
ald highways would be completed in 
five years, the United States bureau 
of public roads here has unnounced 
the completion of a record-breaking 
fiscal year in which 11,829 miles of 
federal-aid roads were bullt. The 
total of completed federal-aid roads 
bullt since 1917 now amounts to 46,485 
miles, representing a cost of $845,000,- 
000. 

This year’s record-breaking progress 
marks the completion of more than 
half of the great system of interstate 
rouds that reach every town of 5,000 
people or more and put 90 per cent 
of the population of the United States 
within ten miles of an improved high- 
way. 

Much of the federal-ald system had 
been built when the huge program of 
highway development was laid out. 

A billion dollars’ worth of highways 
a yeur Is the rate at which road build- 
ers ure now working, according to the 
bureau's estimate. This rate Is ex- 
pected to remain nearly constant at 
leust for several yeurs, representing 
as It does the capucity of road-bulld- 
Ing forces in the country. That a 
greater volume of work could be un- 
dertaken is regurded as improbable, 
due to the fuct that expansion of the 
program would have to be made at the 
expense of other activities. 

$243,000,000 Expended, 

Cost of the federal-nid system com- 
pleted during the fiscal year ending 
June 30 is $248,006,000, of which the 
federal government's share amounts 
to $111,000 000, Under construction at 
the present time are 12,162 miles of 
federal-aid roads, most of which will 
be finished during 1926. 

Gravel road led tn the type of high- 
Way completed this year with 4,208 
miles, Concrete was next, with 2,806 
miles, constituting the largest paved 
mileage. It is significant that only 129 
miles of water bound macadam, 
formerly the standard type, was con- 
structed, and that 912 miles of bitu- 
minous macadam, with 341 miles of 
bituminous concrete and 107 miles of 
brick are the only other types of 
paved roads completed, 

Graded Earth in West. 

Graded earth stood third In the 
classification of types with 2,064 miles, 
Forty-seven miles of bridges were con 
structed. 

Most of the graded and drained 
earth roads were built In the West, 
where funds are low and good-roads 
progress is Just starting to make itself 
felt. The construction of graded earth 
roads as a foundation for a future 
highway system that can be Improved 
as money becomes available and 
traffic increases, is a fundamental 
principle initiated by Thomas G. Me- 
Donald, chief of the bureau of public 
roads, when he was chief engineer of 
highway forces in Iowa. 

The stage construction principle, as 
Mr. McDonald's plan is called, con- 
sists first in making initial Improve- 
ments such as grading and draining 
and installing permanent culverts and 
adequate bridges The road ts thus 
Improved at low cost to serve the im- 
mediate necessities of light  traffie. 
When traffic becomes heavier and it Is 
deemed advisable to improve with 
cravel or a more durable surface, such 
as concrete, the original improvement 
has provided a subgrade on which the 
high type surface can be laid at less 
additional expense and with far better | 
results than if the original work had | 
been left undone until necessity de- 
manded final Improvement,

thelr first experiments on a small Is- 
land off the eastern coast of Canada, 
the growth of this industry has been

Thatched Roofs Still 
Common in England 


One of the oldest crafts in Mngland 
is that of thatching. In Norfolk coun. 
ty flat-bottomed boats still pass along 
the streams conveying men who cut 
and gather reeds for thatched roofs, 
When reed season is in full swing 
huge piles of dried reeds stand along 
the banks waiting for the thatchers, 
Thatching is really one of the manual 
arts hereditary in certain families in 
that country. One family has ep. 
gaged In the occupation through four 
centuries. 

Only one change has been made in 
the process during the 400 years, For- 
merly the reeds were fastened to raft- 
ers with long strands of bramble bush, 
Now either tarred twine or lron pegs 
are used for that purpose. As the 
reeds ure being put on the roofs their 
tops are still laid in place with a his- 
toric implement known as the lexgett, 
This implement consists of a block of 
wood with comb-like arrangements of 
horseshoe nails. 


English Cleric Hero 
of Novel Relay Race 


A novel race of 100 years ago is re- 
called in one of the English papers and 
is as follows: About 100 years ago 
there occurred the famous wager in 
which the men of Peterhouse under- 
took to persuade Rey. Dr. Blizzard, D, 
D.,, to ride eight miles from St. Mary's 
church on a human horse within two 
hours, the horse to be changed every 
half mile. The good dactor was easily 
persuaded, and a huge crowd assem- 
bled to see him mount on the back of 
the first “horse” in full puff wig and 
shovel hat. Even Cambridge has 
never seen such a scene as took place 
at the winning post when Sam Gill, of 
St. Neots, brought the doctor in with 
half a minute to spare, Suim’'s nose 
streaming with blood as the result of a 
heavy fall which unshipped the rider 
and broke the “horse's” nose. 


Steam-Cleaning Stone 

Dirty-faced stone buildings that 
blush dark with shame between clean, 
new structures can now be steam- 
cleaned so that they not merely look 
almost as good as new, but attaln the 
mellow, refined look of ripe age. The 
bureau of standards has conducted a 
series of tests to determine the best 
way of cleaning buildings. Old-fash- 
foned methods of acid cleaning, sand 
blasting, scrubbing with soap powders 
and hand brushes are effective, but 
very slow and Inborious, 

Live steam cleaning was first tried 
on dirty stones In the laboratory, and 
then on a twenty-year-old accumula: 
tion of dirt on an old bank building in 
Baltimore. The result showed that 
this new method could be used rapidly 
with {inexperienced common labor, al 
though the cost is somewhat higher 
than for acid cleaning. The cost Is 
expected to drop when the method 
passes the experimental stage. 


Odd Collection 

One of the most unusual hobbies ts 
the collecting of torture instruments. 
A certain American las 
sembled the most complete private as 
sortment of them extant—including 
such machines as the rack, the 
squeezers, and the tron virgin, whieh 
the perverted ingenuity of man de 
vised chiefly for use in inducing wit 
nesses to give evidence in legal pro 
ceedings. These instruments were en 
ployed in legal proceedings by ancient 
and modern Europe. Their use wis 
recognized by the law of most coun 
tries (to which England, Aragon and 
Sweden were exceptions) up to com: 
puratively recent times, 
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
